And that is how 
CLIMB has progressed in its eight years of exist¬ 
ence. 

To celebrate their 8th birthday July 1, students 
are inviting the community to an anniversary bash 
that day between the hours of 6:30 and 8:30 p.m. 
The celebration will be held at CLlMB’s Work 
Activity Center, 171 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. Just 
west of the school. 

‘‘In the past year we have blossomed to 35 
staff members, many of them new, and a new 
program for the 47 students enrolled at CLIMB,” 
says Kit-Bacon Gressitt, director of the Sierra Madre 
center. Griffin Celia is director of the Alhambra 
unit. 

Bill Young founded CLIMB in 1977. He was 
working at the Foundation for the Junior Blind 
when he realized the great number of students who 
had nowhere to go when they reached the age of 
21. The state is mandated to provide appropriate 
education for multiple handicapped students to that 
age. He saw the need and started CLIMB which 
forms an interesting achronyrn for the name of the 
boarding school.

Cities across the land are facing difficult prob¬ 
lems. Deteriorating infrastructures, to develop or 
not. Prop. 13, unmanageable pension costs, etc. 
And as if to add more salt than salve to the 
wounds, the directors of Pasadena have ired the 
Armenian community over its center; the SW 
city with its abandoned, but expensive trattic plan; 
various curious allowances for ill-fitting structures 
and projects, while rejecting, for example, a federal¬ 
ly-funded effort to help feed the hungry, which 
sprang from one person’s concern and originated 
in her home. 

Expensive outside consultants, huge business 
tax hikes, high salaries, taxing nonprofit groups, 
and the defeated measure to tax residents via their 
water meters for a new jail — all have widened 
the gap between the city administration and the 
citizens. 

Now comes along an assessment proposal. 
These aren’t new. Dating back decades, they usually 
cover small areas for specific needs as areas de¬ 
velop. But this is the first city-wide assessment. 
It’s for sidewalk, curb and lighting repair and re¬ 
placement, recommended by a citizens’ “select” 
committee. 


An out-of-town consulting firm was hired 
(costing $93,(XX)) to advise the city how to raise 
the money. While it worked its way through the 
city’s mills, scant notice was made of it, though 
noted in perfunctory reports. 

In March, the directors, fortified by a San Jose 
case ruling, and right after elections, voted for the 
assessment. Cost was to be spread over the whole 
city, even if no lights, curbs, or walks here or 
there were affected. Under assessments, only a hear¬ 
ing need be held, and the city lathers can vote it 
in. 

The city staff prepared and sent notices giving 
the first year’s assessment down to the penny per 
property parcel. Apparently the directors didn’t 
check it. By their own admission, it raised more 
questions than it answered. Ten days were given 
for responses before the public hearing on June 18. 
The $22.5 million assessment would end up as $36 
million, (a minimum estimate over the next 10 
years). 

Individual levies the first vear began at $60, 
and ranged over $150. Businesses got even more. 
For years 2-10, it was anyone’s guess, and no 
one could find a sunset clause in the proposal. 

To sav the least, the reaction was swift and

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Drivers need 
insurance proof 
as of July 1 

If you’re a law-abiding California 
motorist, you carry your driver’s license, 
a copy of your vehicle registration — and, 
as of July 1, proof that you have some 
kind of vehicle insurance. 

If you don’t, and the California High¬ 
way Patrol cites you for violating the 
vehicle code, there will be a second of¬ 
fense added to your ticket. 

CHP Commissioner James E. Smith 
announced that his force will begin “Vig¬ 
orous enforcement’’ of the new law the 
minute it goes into effect. 

The Robbins - McAlister Financial 
Responsibility Act was passed by the Leg¬ 
islature In 1984 to address the problems 
of uninsured motorists on California high¬ 
ways. It takes effect July 1. 

Although the vehicle code had long 
required motorists to be “financially re¬ 
sponsible,’’ the Department of Motor 
Vehicles estimates that as many as one 
out of five drivers in this state has no in¬ 
surance. Under the new law, drivers must 
now produce proof of financial respon¬ 
sibility when requested to do so by the 
CHP. 

“Under no circumstances will the 
Patrol be stopping vehicles for insurance 
checks,’’ said Smith. “The law is very clear 
that proof of insurance can be requested 
only when the driver is stopped and cited 
for another vehicle code violation.’’ 

The provisions of the uninsured 
motorist law require that drivers furnish 
written or oral evidence of financial re¬ 
sponsibility. This proof includes: the in¬ 
surance company name and policy num¬ 
ber; the certificate or deposit number is¬ 
sued by the DMV to self-insured drivers; 
the Identifying symbol issued to com¬ 
mercial carriers by the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

If a motorist is cited for failure to 
provide proof of financial responsibility, 
he or she must appear in court with that 
proof in order to have the violation dis¬ 
missed. Failure to appear, or failure to 
obtain insurance, are misdemeanors. 

The Department of Motor Vehicles 
has been given responsibility for verifying 
information with insurance companies. If 
a motorist provides false or incorrect in¬ 
formation, his or her driver’s license may 
be suspended and a misdemeanor com¬ 
plaint may be filed. 

Fireworks illegal 
in Sierra Madre 

Fireworks are fun for people, but the 
Fourth of July can be deadly for household 
pets. Sharp explosions and pyrotechnics 
can cause instant panic in many pets. 
They run away blindly, some are lost, some 
are injured and some are even killed in 
traffic trying to get away from the ear- 
shattering sounds and flashing lights of 
the Fourth of July. 

Remember, too, that even the most 
innocent sparklers can cause serious ac¬ 
cidents. Carelessly discarded sparkler 
wires can burn or puncture the feet of 
both people and pets. Serious internal 
damage may be done to an animal should 
it chew or swallow one of the wires. 

“Protect your pets from the noises and 
lights of the Fourth of July,” advises 
Robert I. Rush, general manager of the City 
of Los Angeles Department of Animal 
Regulation. “The best place for your pet is 
in a familiar place, the house or garage 
with food and water. 

“When you go on your outing, leave 
plenty of food and water and quiet for 
your pet,” Rush concluded. 

If the family goes on a picnic or to 
the beach or mountains, leave the family 
pet at home.Normally well-mannered dogs 
can get excited in crowds and their be¬ 
havior changes. They snap, bark or bite. 
In addition, dogs are not allowed on city 
beaches by law and in the mountains they 
can contact disease-carrying wildlife. 

Your family veterinarian may pre¬ 
scribe a mild sedative or tranquilizer for 
especially sensitive pets during this holi¬ 
day period. 

All foothill residents are urged to at¬ 
tend the July 4th activities in Sierra Mad¬ 
re: pre-parade activities at Essick House, 
Sunnyside and Sierra Madre Blvd., 8:30 
a.m.; the Big Bang parade at 10 a.m.; 
and post-parade activities at Memorial 
Park. 

According to Marvin Kasanoff, O.D., 
sparklers are especially hazardous to the 
eyes because they are held in the hand 
and often swung in the air, near the eyes. 

Approximately 1200 people suffer eye 
injuries annually from fireworks. Dr. Kasa¬ 
noff says. More than half are youngsters 
aged 5 to 14. 

No fireworks of any kind, including 
Class C, are permitted In Sierra Madre.

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“Roundworms and Your Pet” 

After a recent bout with roundworms 
in my dog, I thought it would be a good idea 
to share some useful information concerning 
this parasite. 

Roundworms can infect both dogs and 
cats. They are spaghetti-shaped and about 
5-in. long. Adult worms attach themselves to 
the animal’s intestinal wall where they feed 
and reproduce. Larval forms of these worms 
migrate through the animal’s body. 

In a pregnant animal, these larvae travel 
to the uterus or mammary glands, where they 
arc passed on to the newborn animal. A young 
puppy or kitten who is infested with worms 
will often have a pot-bellied appearance due to 


the irritation in the intestinal tract. 

The most common method of infestation 
in adult animals is through the feces. A large 
number of eggs pass from the intestines to the 
feces and can be transferred to pets who walk 
in or sniff the immediate area. 

The symptoms which indicate your pet 
may have roundworms include: diarrhea, vom¬ 
iting or a dull coat. If left untreated, your 
pet may experience further complications of 
stunted growth, dehydration and pneumonia. 

Roundworms are detected through a fecal 
analysis by your veterinarian. It’s a low-cost 
procedure and should always be done when 
you first acquire a new pup or kitten. 

If the test is positive, your vet will per¬ 
form the treatment. Over-the-counter worm 
medications are often ineffective and dan¬ 
gerous.

A plea was made for reason, not anger. 

But apologies failed to deter the angry pro¬ 
test. Calls to fire the city manager, to recall the 
board grew loud. Little old ladies pleaded they could i 
not pay. (Actually they wouldn’t. The tab would : 
become a lien on their property, payable upon i 
sale or probate.) 

Examples of inequity and error erupted into 
a fountain; $650 for a 20 x 20 business property; 
$304 for a narrow alley bought lor $200 Irom 
L.A. County and many more. 

The “blank check’’ nature of the future pay¬ 
ments, the lack of a sunset clause and a result¬ 
ing distinct lack of confidence in the leaders who 
hatched what was called a “turkey,” were olt 
repeated. 

Support by the realtors and Chamber of Com¬ 
merce was tepid, advising strong and tight limits. 

A memo from the city manager to the board 
made the rounds. It cited the assessment as “a 
convenient mechanism for the future establishment 
of other public works betiefit assessment dis¬ 
tricts ...” and noted that “This (assessment) 
will permit the General Lund monies traditionally 
used for these efforts (repair and maintenance) 
to be reallocated to other programs.’ That did it. 

No doubt there are pressing problems. But very 
few see such a tax, by any name, as the answer. 

In fact, it was noted that there is an answer 
already on the books: dangerous or damaged con¬ 
crete must be fixed by the resident, or the city 
does it and bills said resident.Most cities do this. 
Pasadena apparently hasn’t pressed it much, con¬ 
sidering it a “cumbersome way” to go about it. 
Many doubt the severity of the problem, which has 
admittedly existed for many years, especially since 
the report called for replacement of every sidewalk 
over '/4-inch off. 

Surtaxes for underground wiring have been 
gcring ITrr years. Monies have not always gone 
where originally destined. It all piled up at the 
hearings. 

The new assessment was ti kind ol gigantic 
straw that broke the tax paying camel’s back, 
arousing strong sentiments for firings, recalls and 
changes in the city’s style ol government. 

Whatever the outcome, if won’t be done as 
“business as usual.” Too many are riled up. As 
for the problems, solutions call lor lar more sen¬ 
sitivity and cooperation between those elected and 
their constituency — for more interest and aware¬ 
ness by the citizens — and for more openness 
and accountability by officials. 

That, for openers, might just be the best 
thing to come of it all.

ployed to teach the students to produce markei- 
able art work, Gressitt says. 

“Historically, their creative instincts have been 
denied . . . I’m very demanding of my clients. 
It’s good for them. They’ve been taught to be 
disabled. They need to be taught how to com¬ 
pensate for their disability. It is important to ex¬ 
pect more rather than less,” Gressitt explains. 

“They have something to offer if only lor a 
private individual who has a need to give, fhey 
don’t have the greatest self-esteem,” she adds. 

Students at CLIMB include those who arc 
cerebral palsied, have seizure disorders and mental 
retardation as well as those who are visually im¬ 
paired. 

“Sierra Madre is such a special town. I don’t 
think the citizens realize how important they are to 
CLIMB. It’s really unique. There is such a sen¬ 
sitivity. May of the store fronts have Braille labels 
and the storeowners welcome the students,” Gressit 
says. “We also appreciate how Dr. White and Dr. 
Davis of Sierra Madre Medical Group are so help¬ 
ful. The ongoing relationship between these doctors 
and CLIMB is helpful and convenient.”

On June 14, 1777, 
Congress resolved that 
the flag of the United 
States shall be 13 stripes 
of red and white with a 
union of 13 stars of 
white on a blue field. 

However, Congress 
did not provide a set pat¬ 
tern for the design of the 
flag. This led to many 
creative and unique de¬ 
signs by various states. 

The most creative as¬ 
pect of the flag was the 
arrangement of the 13 
stars. 


The most commonly 
thought of flag is the 
Betsy Ross with the 
stars in a circle, but if 
you stop by the Sierra 
Madre Library and look 
at the beautiful collec¬ 
tion of American flags 
provided by Bev Morant, 
you will see many dif¬ 
ferent star designs. 

President William H. 
Taft made an executive 
order in 1912 which 
drafted over 100 rules 
for the size, dimension, 
ways to display and use 
the American flag. How¬ 
ever, today the star for¬ 
mations have been al¬ 


lowed to change as states 
were added to the Union.
